"  The  voice  said  cry.  And  he  said  what  shall  I  cry  ?  All  flesh  is 
grass,  and  all  the  goodliness  thereofis  as  the  flower  of  the  field  :  the 
grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth,  because  the  breath  of  Jehovah 
bloweth  upon  it.     Surely  the  people  is  grass." — laaiah  xl.  6,  7. 

Lovely  and  hopeful  in  its  commencement, 
like  the  budding  of  a  flower,  human  life,  hardly 
less  fragile,  is  soon  cut  down  and  passes  away. 
These  bodies,  beautiful  in  their  organization, 
compactly  built,  and  full  of  energy,  "  fearfully 
and  wonderfully  made,"  carry  within  them 
the  elements  of  decay,  and  they  speedily  re- 
turn to  the  dust  whence  they  were  taken. 


The  life  which  we  live  in  the  flesh,  is, 
moreover,  singularly  chequered.  It  knows 
little  of  rest.  Change,  calamity,  and  sorrow, 
alternate  with  various  measures  of  comfort 
and  joy.  "Man,  that  is  born  of  woman,  is 
of  few  days  and  full  of  trouble."  Admitting 
fully,  and  with  gratitude,  the  large  measures 
of  good  which  we  receive  from  the  hand  of 
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the  Lord,  and  recognising  his  love  even  in 
our  afflictions,  the  fact  everywhere  meets  us, 
that  "  mpn  is  born  to  trouble  as  the  sparks 
fly  upward."  It  seemeth  good  to  Infinite 
Wisdom  that  he  shouhl  be  subjected  to  the 
discipline  of  sorrow  and  trial.  Thus  would  he 
train  the  spirit  for  its  eternal  future.  And  yet, 
although  the  trials  of  life  are  ofttimes'conjpli- 
cated  and  most  disl  ressing,  they  continue  not  ; 
for  life  itself,  compared  with  the  eternity  in 
which  it  ends,  is  but  a  "  single  step  "  "  a  fleet 
courier,"  "  a  tale  that  is  told,"  "  a  vaj)Our 
wliich  appeareth  for  a  little  while  and  then 
vanish^th  away  "  How  truthful  these  Scrip- 
ture representations  !  Our  life  "  fleeth  as 
a  shadow,  and  continueth  not."  Measured 
by  seconds,  minutes,  hours,  days,  years, 
the  whirl  is  incessant !  the  progress  is  per- 
petual !  onward,  onward  is  our  undeviat- 
ing  course.  Like  the  shadow  on  the  sun- 
dial, or  the  shade  of  evening,  we  hasten 
to  "  the  night  in  which  no  man  can  work." 
And,  when  that  night  comes,  what  a  chr.nge 
is  wrought !  The  grass  withereth,  the  flower 
fadeth.  The  shadow  is  gone.  The  va- 
pour vanished.  Death  prostrates  all  that  is 
visible  and  pliysical.  The  manly  form,  full 
of  life  and  power,  that  moved  about  in  its 
appropriate  sphere  of  action,  an  object  recog- 
nized by  all,  and  loved  by  many,  lies  in  the 
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(lust,  motionless,  cold,  and  hastening  to  decay. 
The  eye  that  once  and  oft  beamed  with  kind- 
ness, now  expresses  no  sentiment.  The  ear 
is  no  longer  open  to  the  sounds  of  iiuman 
suffering  and  of  human  love.  The  counte- 
nance that  was  wont  to  be  radiant  with  in- 
telligence, or  lighted  up  by  hope,  or  clouded 
by  anxiet}  and  sorrow,  is  now  hard  and 
meaningless.  All  is  changed, and  the  mourners 
go  about  the  streets. 


The  voice  said  cry  !  Its  tones  are  heard 
with  awful  distinctness  in  the  midst  of  us. 
It  hatli  pleased  the  Almighty,  the  sapreme 
ruler  of  the  nniverse,  to  permit  the  introduc- 
tion among  us  of  the  breath  of  pestilence. 
Thousands  of  our  immigrant  fellow-country- 
men and  fellow  creatures  hath  it  laid  low,  and 
consigned  to  the  depths  of  the  ocean  or  to  a 
grave  among  strangers.  It  hath  not  proved  a 
respecter  of  persons.  Some  of  our  most  valued 
citizens,  whose  disinterested  benevolence  or 
whose  official  duties  led  them  to  the  hospitals 
of  disease  that  they  might  minister  to  the 
wants  of  the  av retched,  have  been  one  after 
another  cut  down,  and  terrible  emphasis  hath 
been  given  to  the  declaration,  "  surely  the 
people  is  grass."  The  plague  hath  reached 
once  and  again  the  surgery  and  the  pulpit ; 
the  physician  of  the  body,  and  the  man  who 
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would  lead  his  dying  fellows  to  the  only  Physi- 
cian of  Souls,  have  alike  fallen  victims.     And 
now,  the  Chief- Magistrate  of  our  city,  the 
chosen  of  hisfellow-citizens  to  occupy  the  chief 
seat  in  city  council  and  city  government,  is 
numbered  with  the  dead  !  a  victim  of  this  pros- 
trating malady,  a  self-sacrifice  on  the  altar  of 
benevolence  and  )f  public  duty.     The  hand 
of  the  Lord  is  upon  the  city,  and  his  voice  is 
to  the  people.     A  public  loss  has  been  in- 
curred.   Party  strife  having  subsided,  he  had 
won  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all  as  a 
meritorious  and  useful  public   officer.     The 
scenes  of  distress  successively  presented  by 
the  vast  multitude  of  our  fellow-subjects  who 
have  this  year  crowded  our  shores,  deeply 
affected  his  heart  and  absorbed  his  attention. 
He  was  indefatigable  in  his  exertions  to  soothe 
their  sorrows  and  to  minister  to  their  neces- 
sities.    The  commercial  intelligence  from  the 
fatherland,  which,    in   other    circumstances, 
would  have  engaged  his  earnest  thought  as  a 
commercial  man,  he  put  from  him  as  of  little 
moment,  compared  with  the  claims  of  the  suf- 
fering and  the  dying.     From  these  sufferers 
he  contracted  the  disease,  the  effects  of  which 
are  now  before  us — in  an  inanimate  body,  a 
bereaved  and  weeping  family,  and  a  mourning 
city. 
I  know  that  the  question  sometimes  arises 


in  the  thoughtful  mind,  Why  are  such  events 
as  these  per.nitted  ?  wherefore  is  it  that  the 
active,  (he  useful,  the  benevolent  die,  sacrificed 
on  the  very  altar  of  benevolence,  while  the 
selfish  and  the  wicked  still  livel  Is  it  not 
strange,  that  men  who  are  willing  to  run  risks 
in  their  efforts  to  do  good,  do,  one  after  the 
other,  actually  fall  victims  to  their  sense 
of  duty,  and  to  their  impulses  of  kindness  '* 
The  question  thus  suggested  introduces  us 
into  the  midst  of  matters  that  are  too  high 
for  us.  They  belong  to  Him  "  who  is  won- 
derful in  council  and  excellent  in  work- 
ing." The  procedure  of  the  Most  High 
is  not  limited  by  such  a  range  of  vision  as  we 
possess;  his  course  is  not  restricted  by  narrow 
or  partial  views ;  but,  seated  on  a  high  and 
holy  throne,  having  all  the  past,  the  present, 
the  fuiure  before  his  comprehensive  glance, 
possessing  infinite  resources,  and  wielding 
them  with  infinite  skill,  the  movements  of 
his  hand  must  necessarily  present  points  of 
inexplicable  mystery  to  us.  Could  we  by 
searching  find  out  God ;  could  we  understand 
his  ways ;  was  there  nothing  of  mystery  too 
high  for  our  finite  understandings  in  the  move- 
ments of  His  adorable  providence,  we  should 
be  bereft  of  evidence  that  the  infinitely  just, 
wise,  and  good,  governs  the  universe.  "  The 
secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord.'* 


But  he  has  graciously  revealed  to  us  those 
matters  which  are  of  practical  moment,  and 
especially  has  He  revealed  His  own  inoat 
blessed  chnracter,  in  which,  therefore,  we  may 
repose  whatever  mystery  envelo])s  His  pro- 
cedure. Whether  we  understand  that  which 
He  does  or  not,  we  know  that  He  is  too  wise 
to  err  and  too  good  to  be  unkind,  and  that, 
though  clouds  and  darkness  are  round  about 
Him,  "justice  and  judgment  are  the  habita- 
tion of  His  throne." 

There  are  some  considerations,  however, 
among  the  revealed  indications  of  Jehovah's 
purposes  and  plans  that  may  help  us  in  our 
difficulty,  and  afford  to  us  solemn  instruction. 
We  may  state  a  few  of  them : — 

1st,  "  It  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die." 
This  appointment  is  made  by  the  Supreme 
Ruler  on  account  of  sin.  "  By  sin  came 
death."  It  is  the  badge  of  the  degradation 
which  it  has  caused  ;  it  is  the  ban  of  the 
Eternal  inscribed  on  humanity,  which  ex- 
presses His  abhorrence  of  moral  evil;  "  there- 
fore it  passed  upon  all  men,  because  all  have 
sinned." 


2d,  Man  ought  at  all  times  to  be  prepared 
for  death. 
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We  say  onght  to  be  prepared,  for  infinite 
love  has  provided  means  and  appliances — 
the  use  of  which  is  [)reparation.  The  Word  of 
God — the  expression  of  His  character  and  of 
His  will  hath  declared  and  pressed  upon  our 
attention  the  nature,  tlie  extent,  and  the 
aggravation  of  our  sinfulness,  not  that  we 
might  abandon  ourselves  to  despair,  but  that, 
conscious  of  our  own  helplessness  and  of  our 
own  desert  of  Jehovah's  frown,  we  might 
humbly  sue  for  mercy.  In  the  same  wonder- 
ful record  hath  God  revealed  himself  as  a 
Saviour.  It  unfolds  "  Ciod  manifest  in  the 
tlesh."  Its  proclamation  is,  "  God  so  loved 
the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 
that  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not 
perish  but  have  everlastuig  life."  As  " Moses 
lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even 
so  must  the  Son  of  Man  be  lifted  uj),  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  \\'u\\  should  not  perish 
but  liiive  eternal  life."  "  It  is  a  faithful  saying 
and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that  Christ 
Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners, 
even  the  chief."  It  proclaims  this  message 
of  love  to  us  that  we  may  embrace  it.  It 
commands  us  to  approach  the  footstool  of 
mercy,  as  penitents,  and  to  cast  ourselves  on 
this  vicarious  and  most  glorious  sacrifice  for 
sin.  It  encourages  us  to  come  by  the  decla- 
ration that  coming  we  "  shall  not  be  cast  out." 
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.!>urely,  then,  men  ought  to  be  prepared  for 
death.  With  this  wondrous  scheme  of  mercy 
revealed  in  order  to  their  compliance  with  its 
acquirements,  they  ought  to  be  prepared  for 
the  issue. 


3d,  The  question  of  the  ^irn^,  of  death,  on  the 
assumption  of  a  prepared  state,  is  of  less 
moment  than  we  are  wont  to  suppose.  It  is 
appointed  unto  man  once  to  die.  If  he  be 
ready,  it  is  of  comparrtively  little  moment 
whether  he  depart  at  forty,  fifty,  or  at  three 
score  ;  I  mean  that  viewed  in  relation  to 
eternity^  the  interval  is  a  mere  point,  hardly 
to  be  entertained  in  the  comparison.  Be- 
sides, this  scene  is  one  of  training  and  of 
education,  and  the  Great  Father  knows  better 
than  vve  do  d  what  moment  to  terminate  the 
process  of  training,  and  introduce  to  the 
designed  issue. 

4th,  Nor  are  the  means  by  which  the  event 
is  brought  about  of  any  essential  moment. 
"We  are  immortal  till  our  work  is  done." 
"  God  appointeth  the  bounds  of  our  habitation 
that  we  cannot  pass."  If  ready,  as  we  ought 
to  be,  it  is  of  little  consequence  when  that 
appointed  time  comes,  whether  we  are  cut 
down  by  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  dark- 
ness, or  the  destruction  that  wasteth  at  noon- 
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day,  or  by  the  slow  consumption,  or  by  some 
sudden  and  momentary  collapse.  Indeed,  on 
the  assumptioi.  before  us,  it  is  rather  well  to 
fall  in  the  very  toil  and  effort  of  benevolence. 
The  soldier  of  truth  and  love  thus  dies  with 
his  harness  on. 

Keeping  in  view  these  leading  truths,  we 
may  find  it  less  difficult  to  account  for  the 
removal  of  men  who,  because  of  their  active 
benevolence  and  (their  untiring  zeal  for  the 
welfare  of  society,  are  truly  missed  when 
they  die. 

The  lessons  taught  us  by  the  event  in  con- 
sequence of  which  we  are  now  convened, 
are  loud-toned  and  solemn.  John  Easton 
Mills  was  born  in  Tolland,  Massachusetts, 
in  the  year  1796,  and  was  therefore,  at  his 
death,  51  years  of  age.  Both  his  parents, 
yet  living,  are  persons  of  exemplrry  piety ; 
more  especially  may  it  be  noted  that  he  had  a 
godly  praying  mother,  who  forgot  not  her  son 
in  her  continued  supplications  to  the  throne 
of  the  heavenly  grace.  He  came  to  this 
country  in  the  year  1816,  and  was,  conse- 
quently, a  resident  31  years. 


By  his  diligence  in  business,  and  the  suc- 
cess with  wliich  that  diligence  was  crowned, 
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he  gradually  acquired  wealth.  His  conduct 
as  a  commercial  man  is  known  to  you  among 
whom  he  dwelt  so  many  years,  it  is  believed 
to  have  been  upright  and  honourable.  At  the 
maturity  of  his  age,  a  few  years  since,  and 
when  possessed  of  a  competency,  he  turned 
his  attention  to  public  aflairs.  Becoming  a 
candidate  to  represent  one  of  the  wards  in  the 
City  Council,  he  was  elected  by  his  fellow- 
citizens,  and  he  was  afterwards  chosen  to 
occupy  the  chief  seat  in  that  Council.  This 
is  not  the  place,  nor  is  this  the  occasion,  to 
speak  of  his  course  in  regard  to  public  ques- 
tions and  to  public  interests-  His  works  are 
the  best  monuments  of  his  enterprize,  his  zeal, 
and  his  energy.  That  he  gained  the  resjiect 
of 'those,  in  some  particulars  opposed  to  him 
in  policy,  is  evinced  by  the  uniform  testi- 
mony of  the  city  press.  It  is  felt  by  all  that 
a  heavy  loss  has  been  sustained. 

It  fell  to  my  lot  to  stand  once  and  again  by 
the  bedside  of  the  deceased  during  the  few 
latter  days  of  his  mortal  career.  He  made  no 
complaint.  Though  removed  from  the  en- 
joyment of  family  and  of  vvellearned  ho- 
nours, and  actually  cut  down  while  engaged 
in  works  of  mercy,  he  did  not  repine. 
Emphatically  did  he  declare  that  he  had 
no    complaint    to    make.      "  God   is   good," 
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he  exclaimed,  "  Christ  is  good."  "  I  have  no 
reason  to  conriplain."  If  his  many  expressions 
may  be  put  into  a  series  of  counsels  to  the 
Hving,  they  would  assume  somewhat  the  fol- 
lowing form  : — 

1st,  It  is  a  vain  thing,  a  course  of  utter 
folly,  to  spend  all  one's  strength  and  days  in 
what  is  only  of  earth.  Mere  wealth,  or  the 
gratification  of  ambition,  form  a  sorry  object 
for  which  to  live.  This  was  felt  and  expressed 
early  in  his  affliction  by  him  who  has  been 
removed  from  us;  and,  undoubtedly,  his  solemn 
counsel  to  all  would  have  been,  could  he  have 
given  it,  "  let  not  things  of  earth  engross  your 
thoughts."  It  is  well  to  be  diligent  in  busi- 
ness ;  well  to  engage  in  public  duties  when 
called  to  their  performance ;  well  to  obtain 
and  exert  influence,  but  to  make  any  or  all 
these  things  the  main  object,  the  chief  good, 
this  is  utter  folly. 


2d,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the 
soul  should  have  an  interest  in  Jesus  Christ, 
so  as  to  be  prepared  either  for  serving  the 
Lord  here  or  for  the  great  change  which 
death  brings.  His  blood  cleanseth  from  all 
sin.  He  waits  to  be  gracious.  Our  de- 
ceased friend  expressed  his  felt  need  of  this 
salvation,   and   his  conviction    that   only  in 
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Christ  could  it  be  found.  Surely  no  argu- 
ment is  required  to  show  that  such  an  interest 
is  of  the  utmost  conceivable  moment.  What 
are  we  without  it  ?  What  must  be  our  pros- 
pect without  it  ? 

3d,  Although  death  has  been  the  issue,  yet 
that  deathbed  knew  no  sorrow  for  any  acts  of 
benevolence.  These  are  not  the  actions  that 
occasion  regret,  or  plant  thorns  in  the  dying 
pillow. 

And  now,  what  remains  but  that  we  draw 
nigh  to  God  humbly  confessing  our  manifold 
and  aggravated  transgressions,  "  if  we  con- 
fess our  sins,  He  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive 
us  our  sins  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  un- 
righteousness" ; — but  that  we  pleaa  the  merits 
of  our  divine  and  glorious  Saviour  in  our  ap- 
proach to  God  for  pardon  and  eternal  life ; — 
and  that  we  humbly,  for  ourselves,  believe  in 
Him  "  who  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins  ;" 
and  further,  that  we  commend  the  widow  and 
the  fatherless  to  that  blessed  God  who  is  the 
widows*  judge  and  the  father  of  the  fatherless, 
in  his  holy  habitation. — Amen. 
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THE  LATE  J.  £.  MILLS,  ESQ. 

{From  the  Montreal  Witness.) 

It  is  with  profound  grief  we  announce  to  our  readers  the 
death  of  John  E.  Mills,  Esq.,  Mayor  of  this  City,  of  typhus 
fever.  This  melancholy  event,  which  took  place  last 
Friday  morning  at  1 1  o'clock,  has  caused  a  deep  feeling  of 
sorrow  throughout  every  class  in  the  community,  among 
whom  his  loss  will  be  much  felt.  As  Chief  Magistrate,  he 
was  characterized  by  a  dignity,  uprightness,  and  impar- 
tiality, which  not  only  won  for  him  the  esteem  and  respect 
of  his  associates  in  the  administration  of  civic  alTairs,  but 
rendered  him  deservedly  popular  and  respected  throughout 
the  community.  His  entrance  upon  the  honourable  office 
of  Mayor  was  amid  scenes  of  unusual  excitement ;  and  it 
redounds  not  a  little  to  his  credit  that  he  succeeded  so  well, 
as  to  have  secured  the  esteem  and  regard  of  those  who  did 
not  entertain  the  same  political  sentiments,  as  well  as  the 
confidence  of  those  to  whose  efforts  he  was  indebted  for  his 
position. 

Mr.  Mills  was  characterized,  as  a  man  of  business,  for 
his  integrity  and  honour.  Possessed  of  talent  of  a  high 
order,  and  by  untiring  perseverance  and  attention,  he  has 
pursued  a  most  successful  career ;  and  was  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a  handsome  competency.  Mr.  Mills  was  in  the 
51st  year  of  his  age. 

As  a  private  citizen,  Mr.  Mills'  loss  will  be  sincerely 
felt.  Every  benevolent  enterprise  which  commended  itself 
to  his  judgment,  received  his  generous  and  cordial  support. 
To  the  distressed  and  unfortunate  he  always  gave  assist- 
ance ;  and  many  will  have  cause  to  cherish  his  memory 
with  gratitude  and  affection. 

Mr.  Mills  was  a  native  of  Tolland,  Massachusetts,  where 
his  aged  parents  still  reside.  He  came  to  this  city  in  the 
autumn  of  1816,  and  has  since  been  a  permanent  resident. 
During  his  painful  disease,  he  manifested  all  the  mildnesc? 
and  tenderness  of  a  child.     With  the  greatest   patience  he 
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bore  the  most  intense  sufferings — not  an  irritable  word — 
not  a  murmur — not  a  reproach  escaped  his  lips.  In  the 
first  stages  of  his  illness,  he  became  aware  tiiat  his  reco- 
very was  doubtful,  and  seemed  much  concerned  for  his 
preparation  to  meet  the  last  enemy.  He  was  favoured 
with  the  ministration  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilkes ;  and  ap- 
peared to  derive  much  consolation  from  reading  of  Scrip- 
ture and  prayer. 

He  leaves  a  large  family  overwhelmed  with  grief,  and 
an  extensive  circle  of  relatives  to  mourn  his  loss. 

As  Emigrant  Commissioner,  those  who  were  associated 
with  him  know  well  the  untiring  energy  with  which  he 
devoted  himself  to  the  discharge  of  duties  to  which  he  had 
been  called  by  the  Representative  of  his  Sovereign.  At 
the  time  he,  with  others,  undertook  the  charge  of  the  Emi- 
grant Department  in  this  City,  much  alarm  existed  at  the 
prospect  of  the  approaching  pestilence ;  and  it  is  well 
known  that  opinions  were  strongly  expressed  that  a  most 
fatal  error  had  been  committed  in  the  choice  of  the  Pointe 
St.  Charles  for  the  location  of  the  Emigrant  Hospital,  and 
that  the  consequence  would  be  an  entire  c::y  devastated 
v'ith  the  plague.  Happily  these  fears  have  proved  ground- 
less; and  those  most  opposed  at  first  to  the  buildings  being 
located  within  an  easy  distance  of  the  city,  were  after- 
wards satisfied  that  the  opinion  of  the  late  Mayor  and  his 
associates  in  the  Commission  was  correct.  In  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  connected  with  this  Department, 
which  at  one  time  really  seemed  to  be  a  forlorn  hope,  he 
has  lallen  ;  and  even  those  who  disparaged  his  abilities 
most,  admit  that  an  earnest,  useful  citizen,  who  unflinch- 
ingly and  well  performed  the  work  he  had  undertaken,  has 
been  taken  from  amongst  us. 

And  now  he  who,  but  a  few  days  ago,  was  a  living, 
acting  man,  has  gone  to  his  long  home;  and  the  mourners 
go  about  the  streets.  There  has  been  evil  in  the  city  ;  and 
however  we  may  trace  the  instrumentality — the  Lord  has 
done  it.  And  is  there  not  a  voice — a  meaning  in  this  ? 
Are  we  to  admit  a  general,  but  not  a  particular  Providence? 
Should  such  a  matter  be  passed  over  with  the  idea  that, 
had  our  late  Mayor  only  taken  proper  care,  he  might  still 
be  using  all  his  energies  amongst  us  1  Will  any  one  con- 
sider it  mere  fanaticism  to  remind  ourselves  that  this  is  a 
call  to  us  to  be  ready,  seeing  we  know  neither  the  day  nor 
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the  hour  wherein  the  Son  of  Man  cometh  ?  Soon  may  it 
be  said  of  us,  that  the  silver  chord  is  loosed  and  the  golden 
bowl  broken,  "  for  truly  there  is  no  discharge  in  that  war." 
Death  never  comes  amiss  to  him  who  always  is  prepared  ; 
and  can  any  one  venture  inconsiderately  to  pass  into  the 
presence  of  Him  who  has  most  solemnly  said,  "  prepare  to 
meet  thy  God."

The  Fire  Companies  lining  the  streets  from  the  resi- 
dence of  the  late  Mayor  to  the  American  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  galleries  and  side  pews  of  the  church  were 
filled  long  before  the  funeral  cortege  arrived.  The  pro- 
cession  on  its  arrival  proceeded  up  the  centre  aisle,  and 
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the  coffin  was  placed  immediately  below  the  pulpit.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  M'Loud,  read  the  90th  Psalm,  and  the  l4th 
chapter  of  the  hook  ot'  Job,  and  engaged  in  prayer;  and 
the  Rev-  Mr.  Wilkes  then  addressed  the  assembly  from 
the  40th  chapter  of  Isaiah,  6th,  7th,  and  8th  verses,  and 
concluded  with  prayer,  when  the  procession  |)roceeded  to 
the  Old  English  Burying  Ground,  where  the  body  was 
consigned  to  the  grave. 

The  Aide-de-camp,  who  tbllowed  in  the  carriage,  as 
representative  of  His  Kxcellency  the  Governor  General, 
proceeded  on  font  afler  leaving  the  church  ;  the  Staff, 
with  the  officers  of  the  garrison — with  the  exception  of 
two  or  three — having  then  retired.  The  Odd  Fellows 
preceded  the  Hearse  on  its  way  to  the  graveyard.  The 
attendance  of  private  citizens  was  very  numerous. 

The  Fire  Companies,  on  the  arrival  of  the  cortege  at 
the  church,  proceeded  to  the  Uurying  ground,  and  again 
lined  the  streets  from  its  entrance. 

We  believe  that  not  only  on  the  line  of  procession,  but 
throughout  the  city,  every  shop  was  closed  from  one 
o'clock  until  the  funeral  had  passed,  and  many  at  a  much 
earlier  hour.
